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Former mayor bids 
for council comeback

FORMER mayor and the town’s longest 
serving councillor Stan Williams is making 
a dramatic bid to return to the council cham¬ 
ber. 

Mr Williams, 79, is one of four candidates who have 
been nominated to fill the vacancy on Lyme Regis Town 
Council caused by the resignation of Jill Newton. 

Mr Williams’ career in local government started when 
he won a seat on the old Borough Council in the late 
1960s. 

With the exception of a six month period when he was 
suspended from the council chamber for contravening the 
Standards Board Code of Conduct, Mr Williams served 
on the town council from its inception in 1974 to the 2011 
election when he lost his seat, making him Lyme’s longe- 
set serving councillor in modem times. 

He has retained his interest in council affairs by taking 
every opportunity to speak during the public forum at 
council meetings, demonstrating his wide knowledge of 
local issues. 

His twin brother, Peter, also served on the town council 
and he too attends most council meetings to speak during 
the public forum. 

The three other candidates contesting the vacancy are: 
David Ruffle, author of the book “Sherlock Holmes In 
The Lyme Regis Horror” and other titles, who lives in

Manor Avenue; Jeff Scowen, of Tenerife, Marine Parade, 
known locally as “DJ Mad Jeff’, and the Woodroffe 
School’s head of religeous education and government and 
politics, Seoras Strain, who lives in Shute. 

The election will be held on Thursday, November 14th 
with voting booths at St Michael’s Business Centre and 
the Woodmead Halls. 
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DORCHESTER Town Crier Alistair Chisholm is not 
someone you are likely to miss on a visit to the 
county town - his voice can carry the length of 
South Street and on most weekends he has some¬ 
thing to shout about. 

He came to the county from London around a 
quarter of a century ago and for most of that time 
has lived in Dorchester. 

An experienced and qualified tour manager and 
guide, with specialist knowledge about Hardy 
and William Barnes, he has been town crier since 
1997 and National Champion Town Crier seven 
times. 

In more recent years Alistair has served, and 
continues to serve, as an independent councillor 
on the district council, a role which he describes 
as frustrating/ 

A past president of the Chamber of Commerce, 
Tourism and Industry he also played a key role in 
setting up the Business Improvement District in 
Dorchester. 

Alistair is a member of the New Hardy Players 
and an active litter-picker and supporter of the 
Dorchester Stop the Drop group. 


■ WHAT brought you to the county in the first place? 

I wanted to get out of London - to somewhere where 
you could see the sky during the day and the stars at 
night, if that doesn't sound too romantic. 

I started out in the Poole area but soon came to Dorch¬ 
ester which I found so rich and varied. The area is beau¬ 
tiful and has a stunning coast, soft rolling hills and from 
the tour guide point of view I was also aware of the im¬ 
portance of Hardy and the Tolpuddle Martyrs not to 
mention Judge Jeffreys. 

■ WHEN did you turn your attention to town crying? 

About 20 years ago. At the time I was doing town tours 
and was aware that I had a voice which people seemed 
to like and would carry! The town council advertised and 
I went along for an interview. I was told I'd got the job 
and offered £200 to go and get kitted out which is an¬ 
other story it itself as they don't generally stock town 
crier's outfits in Primark! 

■ MOST people will agree you took to it rather well 
- it also led to some competition success as well, 
didn't it? 

Yes, I was persuaded to enter the world championships 
in 1999 which was one of the largest ever held and I fin¬ 
ished as runner-up; I've also won the national champi¬ 
onship a few times and am the current Dorset champion. 



■ DOES the job have a downside? 

It does attract attention and with that you sometimes 
get a few insults and jeered at from time to time, but the 
majority are very good. 

Locally I think people realise that I am passionate about 
the town, which I think helps me do what most say is a 
good job. 
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There is more than enough in Dorchester to shout about 
which helps keep the role going and I'd like to think I am 
versatile and respectful. 

■ DO you have to take special measures to protect 
your voice? 

No. I do see colleagues gargling, swallowing honey and 
going through all sorts of rituals, but I don't do anything 
to help preserve my voice. 

■ WHY did you decide to also get involved as a dis¬ 
trict councillor? 

It wasn't something I really set out to do - but I did get 
rather worked up about the issue of the new council of¬ 
fices and what I think is appropriate, or inappropriate for 
the county town.. ..but it's a frustrating business and you 
soon learn that you have little say, even as a councillor, 
in what goes on. 

The county town has found itself, over the last few years, 
having to react to decisions made by others who are not 
necessarily from, or of Dorchester. 

Dorchester needs to create a vision for the town which 
is put together by the people of the town, not develop¬ 
ers, who come to look at it.. .all the town has been able 
to say in response to developments is'we don't like that'. 
We should be setting out what we do want. The classic 
example at the moment is the future of the prison site. 
It's important that we should now decide what we want 
to see it used for. 

■ WHEN you get some time to yourself what would 
you read, eat, or listen to? 

I'm not a very literary person really but I genuinely do 
enjoy Hardy, especially his poetry, although not all of it 
is good. 

I also like William Barnes and wish I could read it properly 
in Dorset dialect. I would have loved to have met Barnes, 
unlike Hardy he seems to have been a person who would 
talk to anyone. 

In music I like a wide range of styles, although perhaps 
not something like garage, or whatever it's now called. I 
quite often drift off to sleep listening to Classic FM but 
my favourite band is probably the Traveling Wilburys. 

As for food I like Italian but I also like anything which is 
tasty. You can't beat a good cheese and biscuit. 

■ AND if the lottery came up for you? 

I would buy up Charles Street and put something there 
to celebrate the heritage of the county and the county 
town. It would also have some retail and maybe some 
housing but I would do it in a way which added to the 
public enjoyment of this important site.

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Extra delivery loading bays could 
ease town centre traffic congestion 


LYME Regis town councillors are asking Dorset 
County Council to consider creating a loading bay at 
The Shambles on Broad Street, to help ease traffic 
congestion in the town centre. 

The suggestion came from Councillor Terry O’¬ 
Grady at a recent town council Planning & Highways 
Committee meeting, who said he had watched the 
congestion and spoken to traffic wardens while work¬ 
ing in Broad Street over the past few weeks. 

Councillor O’Grady, a painter and decorator, said: 
“I have been working in Broad Street for the past six 
weeks and have been monitoring traffic, delivery lor¬ 
ries and double parking.” 

He said he had been talking to traffic wardens and 
local traders about potential solutions and asked if it 
would be possible to create loading bays at the bottom 
of Broad Street outside the Rock Point Inn, and on

The Shambles - the cobbled area at the bottom of 
Broad Street - in addition to the already existing load¬ 
ing bay outside Tesco Express. 

He said that by allowing loading and unloading in 
these extra areas from 8 am and 6pm by painting two 
yellow bars on the kerbs opposite would stop lorries 
from unloading in other areas of the town centre, in 
particular directly opposite The Shambles which he 
thought was a major problem. 

He added: “It would help ease congestion and stop 
lorries parking in the bus stop. 

“Wardens are happy to give tickets to cars but they 


don’t as willing to give 
tickets to lorries in places 
they shouldn’t be load¬ 
ing.” 

Councillor Anita 
Williams said that while 
Cobb Gate was a car park 
she did not think a load¬ 
ing bay outside the Rock 
Point would work, as it 
would create congestion 
with cars coming in and 
out of the car park. 

She added that the entire 
problem was down to en¬ 
forcement and would not 
be solved unless more tr

ffic wardens were in the 


town to issue tickets. 

Councillor Owen Lovell said the proposals would 
be “going back to what we had 30 years ago”. 

He added: “You’re looking at a little problem but the 
only way to solve traffic congestion is to stop traffic 
going in one way or the other. I know it’s not a popular 
decision but it’s the only way.” 

Councillor O’Grady replied: “We can’t solve the 
traffic problems in Lyme Regis but what we can to is 
ease the problems.” 

It was agreed to ask Dorset County Council to con¬ 
sider creating a loading bay at The Shambles from 
8am to 6pm all year and to paint no loading yellow 
bars on the kerb opposite. It was noted that the lower 
part of The Shambles would still be needed for the 
Christmas tree each year.

Last chance to have say on 
future of West Dorset wards 


THERE are just a few days left for local people to tell 
the independent Local Government Boundary Com¬ 
mission for England where they think new ward 
boundaries should be drawn across West Dorset. 

An interactive map of the current ward boundaries 
can be viewed at consultation.lgbce.org.uk 
The Commission is carrying out an electoral review 
of West Dorset, which means re-drawing ward bound¬ 
aries across the whole district, and is asking local peo¬ 
ple for their views on new warding arrangements 
before it draws up recommendations. 

The Commission will consider all views put to it 
during the consultation and aims to publish draft rec¬ 
ommendations for new ward boundaries for West 
Dorset District Council in February 2014. 

In September, the Commission agreed that the coun¬ 
cil should have 43 councillors in future, five fewer 
than the current arrangements. It now aims to draw up 
ward boundaries that mean each of those councillors 


represents a similar number of voters and that the new 
wards reflect the interests and identities of local com¬ 
munities. 

Max Caller, chairman of the Commission, said: “We 
will consider every submission we receive before we 
draw up draft recommendations. We will then open 
another phase of consultation on those proposals in a 
few months. 

“Don’t miss this chance to have your say on how 
your council is run.” 

This phase of public consultation closes on Novem¬ 
ber 11th 2013. Members of the public can have their

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English graduate sells rare copy 
of'Alice in Wonderland'online 


A LYME Regis resident has stumbled across a rare copy 
of classic children's tale"Alice in Wonderland"in a sec¬ 
ond-hand bookshop and is selling the find on eBay. 

English graduate Natalie Manifold, who runs Literary 
Lyme Walking Tours, came across the book in a shop 
in Devon and is selling it to raise money to put to¬ 
wards buying a house. 

She said: "I was on one of the many day trips I do in 
Devon when I found this little copy of an illustrated 
'Alice in Wonderland'. 

"I read English at university and I've always had an 
interest in old books, so I knew as soon as I saw this 
that there was something different about it. 

"The fabric bound cover is beautifully illustrated 
with an Arts & Crafts feel to it and its condition is ex¬ 
cellent. 

"Originally written by Lewis Carroll, it was first pub¬ 
lished in 1865, then in the early 20th century when 
the copyright expired many versions, some with stun¬ 
ning illustrations, were published, but few survive. 

"The copy of'Alice'that I found is one if these few - 
ironically published in 1907 by John LaneThe Bodley 
Head Ltd., it's a very nicely illustrated version with 
eight colour plates and 42 wood-cut illustrations, all 
by W. H. Walker. 

"Walker's illustrations are very charming and it 
would be nice to see more of his work but he was not 
a very prolific illustrator of children's books. Unusually, 
all colour plates are present.This is a very scarce book 
in any condition, the plates are simply stunning and 
even the woodcuts are unbelievably beautiful."

Both parties for and against gave heated argu¬ 
ments at a recent meeting of the town council’s 
Planning & Highways Committee.

Gatesfield flats on Sidmouth Road, said all the 
flats’ occupants were against the plans except one, 
who she believed to be a friend of Mr Herbert. 

She told councillors she hoped that Mr Herbert’s 
position as the town council-employed works su¬ 
pervisor would not influence their decision. 

Ms MacDonald’s main concern was the use of 
Gatesfield as access to the annexe, which she said 
posed a “serious risk” to other users of Sidmouth 
Road. 

She said: “The applicant has said she would be 
happy to just use Corum Avenue but has continued 
to use Gatedfield, despite an enforcement notice 
being issued.” 

Ms MacDonald asked that if the town council did 
recommend approval of the plans, to do so under 
the condition that a vehicular hard-standing and 
permanent gate was put in place to prevent the use 
of Gatesfield as access.

She added: “I regret to say that the last time I 
spoke to this council on this issue a complete lack 
of understanding was shown.” 

Ms MacDonald was then cut off by committee 
chairman Councillor Anita Williams, who said she 
had used up her permitted three minutes to speak. 

Mr Herbert then spoke passionately in favour of 
the application, pointing out that he was not asking 
for access via Gatesfield, adding: “I don’t want it”. 

He said the application was simply to change the 
classification of the annexe, which he described as 
a fully functioning “family home”, to a separate 
dwelling. 

Mr Herbert handed out photos proving he had 
created vehicular and pedestrian access to his an¬ 
nexe via the main house, The Cottage. 

He also complained that a report in support of the 
project when it was first built, which stated that it 
would be acceptable as a separate property, had 
been deleted from the district council’s website. 

A second supporter said he did not see the rele¬ 
vance of the objections in relation to the current 
application. 

Councillor Michaela Ellis said she could not see 
any planning reasons for objecting to the plans. 

Councillor Williams added: “The site is large 
enough that if it was a stand alone application I 
wouldn’t oppose it.” 

Councillors agreed they had no objections. The 
final decision will be made by West Dorset District 
Council.

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Two Davids pair up for art show 



TWO popular Lyme Regis residents twin¬ 
ning together for a major art exhibition of 
their paintings and prints this week. 

Lyme-born David Austin and David 
Manners are teaming up for the first time 
to present their collections at the Town 
Mill Malthouse this Saturday and Sunday 
(Oct ober 26th and 27th). 

“The Two Left-Handers” show presents 
a unique view of Lyme from the pair who 
have lived in the town for a total of 109 
years between them. 

David and David are to show more than 
50 works of art at the exhibition, tipped to 
be one of the most welcomed by local res¬ 
idents in years of displays. 

The weekend exhibition marks a tri¬ 
umph for the two “lefties”, both of whom 
have become successful artists in spite of 
early “cack-hander” discouragement and 
no training. 

When David Manners was studying for 
his art O-level at the Woodroffe School in 
the 1970s, his teacher told him “that paint¬ 
ing would look quite good at a distance - 
try five miles”. 

David Austin didn’t even get that far - 
he left Woodroffe at 15, too young to get 
a qualification in art or anything else. 

Both men made accomplished careers in 
other fields, with David Manners return¬ 
ing to Woodroffe as a maths teacher until 
his retirement last year, and David Austin 
a site manager. 

Despite his lack of schooling, David 
Austin has been painting and drawing 
commercially for 17 years, selling his 
huge seascapes at local galleries and illus¬ 
trating books, magazines and CD covers. 
An acclaimed calligrapher, he has also 
been much in demand for creating family 
trees, commissioned to draw cartoons for 
retirements and weddings, and depicting 
local history with his characteristic sense

of humour. 

Recently, more than 2,000 people were 
recipients of his work when David de¬ 
signed the calligraphed scroll presented to 
every participant at record-breaking event 
Guitars On The Beach. 

David Manners’ rise in the art world has 
been recent and meteoric. He never 
picked up a paintbrush during his years 
teaching at Woodroffe, instead spending 
his spare time in charge of the town’s 
lifeboat. Before this, he spent 12 years as 
helicopter aircrew in the Royal Navy Re¬ 
serve, retiring in 2001 at the rank of Lieu¬ 
tenant Commander. 

But his horrific experiences serving dur¬ 
ing the Bosnia War of the 1990s left him 
diagnosed in 2011 with post traumatic 
stress disorder. 

“I became reclusive, introspective and 
all appeared to be desperately dark,” said 
David. 

Last year, at the encouragement of an 
Armed Forces charity, he took up painting 
as a potential therapy and began creating 
portraits and seascapes. On a whim, he 
posted some on Facebook and his world 
changed overnight as his paintings were 
met with immediate acclaim, requests to 
buy and commissions. 

In less than a year he has created more 
than 100 oil paintings, retired from teach¬ 
ing to become a full-time artist and has 
just returned from Wilmington, North 
Carolina, where he now has a permanent 
gallery solely selling his own art. 

His paintings have become such a huge 
hit in America that he has now been of¬ 
fered two big shows next year, in 
Louisville, Kentucky, and Boston. 


David Austin commented on his name¬ 
sake’s work: “David’s work is very much 
like the art of Jack Vettriano, Britain’s 
wealthiest living artist. I’d like to see him 
going further and further into that and he 
will, he’s doing it.” 

David Manners is equally a fan of his 
exhibition partner, commenting: “I love 
David’s work, his is a unique talent; no¬ 
body else does it like he does. 

“What we both love is painting light and 
although we’ve both been told we were 


cack-handed in our times, I think it is an 
advantage that we both are untrained. We 
paint what we see, not what we’ve been 
told to see.” 

“The Two Left Handers” exhibition at 
The Town Mill Malthouse is open from 
10am to 5pm on Saturday and Sunday. 
The show will also exhibit a collection of 
textile designs in fabrics, prints and em¬ 
broidery by David Austin’s daughter Cara 
Louise, taken from her recent successful 
textiles degree graduation show.

LYME Regis and the wider medical community 
are mourning the death of Dr Alexander Fer- 
nadez who died, aged 90, on Monday of last 
week at Lyme Regis Nursing Home, where he 
was admitted the previous day. 

Dr Fernandez - “Ferdy” to all his patients - was the 
last of the true family doctors, practising from his 
Temple House surgery in Broad Street for 40 years 
from 1949 to 1989, when he retired. 

Dr Fernandez was bom in London and educated in 
Cambridge during the war years. 

He trained as a doctor at The London Hospital in the 
East End of London and worked as a locum in Cornwall 
before moving to Lyme. He arrived in the town after ap-

plying to an agency, saying he was looking to join a prac¬ 
tice on the south coast by the sea. It just so happened that 
a Lyme doctor, believed to be Dr Cook, walking into the 
agency in London, was looking for a partner and he in¬ 
terviewed Dr Fernandez, who was also in London, on a 
railway station and offered him the job. 

Dr Fernandez operated from his Temple House surgery 
for the whole of his career, building a reputation as a strict 
but caring family doctor. 

Dr Fernandez died 
shortly after his 90th birth¬ 
day in Lyme Regis Nurs¬ 
ing Home, formally the 
Lyme Regis Hospital 
where he dealt with many 
minor injuries and carried 
out minor operations until 
the hospital was closed the 
the late 1980s. 

Dr Fernandez was a 
strong influence at the hos¬ 
pital throughout his years 
as a GP in Lyme and in¬ 
variably could be found on 
Christmas Day carving the 
turkey for the patients. 

Shortly after moving to 
Lyme Regis, Dr Fernandez 
became the school doctor 
at Allhallows, a post he 
held for 36 years, and 
among his patients was 
Andrew Llewellyn, who 


went into medcine, qualifying as a doctor and joining Dr 
Fernandez in his Temple House practice. 

After retiring, Dr Fernandez adopted a low profile in 
the community, enjoying his large family and giving full 
support to his wife Jean, who ran the Action Medical Re¬ 
search for Children charity in Lyme Regis for 50 years 
prior to her death.

room in Temple House, he opened 
the conversation by saying: “If you 
tell me I’ve got to stop smoking and 
lose weight, you are wasting your 
time.” Ferdy rose from his desk, 
opened the exit door and said “Good 
afternoon Mr So-and-So” - and ush¬ 
ered him out! End of appointment. 

Brusque he may have been. But he 
was also extraordinarily kind and 
caring. When my youngest daugh¬ 
ter was born, we called Ferdy when 
she failed to wake up after several 
hours of being home from the hos¬ 
pital. He managed to wake her from 
her slumbers and the next morn¬ 
ing, at 7 am precisely, there was a 
knock on our door. It was Ferdy 
checking that she was OK. We did 
not ask him to call but he did so all 
the same to see that there was noth¬ 
ing amiss. 

Ferdy loved children. He had a big 
family of his own, although I know 
he was very strict in dealing with 
their own ailments. 

I remember seeing him in the 
waiting room at Bridport Hospital a 
few years ago. A young mother 
came in a distressed state with her 
new-born baby and immediately 
Ferdy, also a patient, got up and ap¬ 
proached her. He clearly did not 
know her but was generally con¬ 
cerned for the mother and baby. 

My wife also told me how, in a con¬ 
versation with Ferdy after he had 
treated one of our children, of how 
disappointed he was that GPs, in 
more recent times, played a lesser 


role in the delivery of babies. 

I was born in the Lyme Regis Hos¬ 
pital at a time when the doctors 
presided over births. Ferdy spoke to 
Jackie about one very difficult deliv¬ 
ery which took all night long and 
after successfully seeing the baby 
born he went down to the seafront to 
watch the sun rise. 

Ferdy was an excellent rugby 
player in his younger days, turning 
out for Wasps and Exeter, and would 
often be rushed to matches by his 
wife Jean, after surgery, having to 
change in the car on the way. 

He held little admiration for associ¬ 
ation football players like myself and 
loved treating soccer injuries. I re¬ 
member the look of glee on his face 
when he once put my dislocated 
shoulder back into place - and his 
disgust when I screamed out in pain. 
I repeated the injury a week later - 
not during a game but while trying to 
break up a fight at the Davey Fort - 
and the pain the second time round, 
much to his amusement, was even 
more excrutiating. 

I also had the privilege of being the 
last person to have my leg put in 
plaster in Lyme Regis Hospital be¬ 
fore it was closed down. 

Ferdy told me: “I should send you to 
Dorchester - but we will do just one 
more for old times sake.” 

Ferdy retired from public life com¬ 
pletely when he finished being a GP. 
The town was much the poorer for 
that - but he had done his bit.

his family. Will worked as a car mechanic in a 
garage at the back of the Three Cups in Broad 
Street. I went to school with daughter, Rachael, 
and their eldest son, Pat, would become the band¬ 
master of Lyme town band in later years. Oh Boy! 

Next to the Perrys was Fanny “Fan” Gear, a ro¬ 
tund lady who could and would voice her opinion 
in the loudest talking voice I have ever heard. I am 
sure, when something had upset her, Mrs Hallett 
at the top of North Avenue and my mum at the end 
of South Avenue would have been able to hear her 
tirade, but on other occassions a lovely lady with 
a strange sense of humour. 

Next door to Fan was George “Chompy” Hains, 
Edie his wife and umpteen children, not sure how 
many, but a lot, and next door again was Walter 
“Buffy” and Ada Street with an equal number of 
offspring. 

I must confess, as a lad aged nine or 10,1 always 
thought there was something wrong with my mum 
because she never looked like Mrs Hains or Mrs 
Street always did. But looking back, what wonder¬ 
ful families. I can’t remember the number of times 
I sat down to tea in either house and it was never 
questioned, despite food rationing, etc. I suppose 
it could have been with so many around the table, 
they didn’t notice an extra mouth to feed, but I pre¬ 
fer to believe I was always welcomed. 

Freddie Hains and Malcolm Street were my age 
group and, in later years, I had many happy times 
with Bill Street and his older brother. Most of the 
Hains children left Lyme in their late teens and I

know Freddie was killed in a road accident in 
Taunton much later. 

And finally, between the Street family and 
Gollop family lived Joy Smith and her mother. 
I can only describe the teenage Joy as a 
“cracker” to my just before teenager status. 

As I have been writing this my memory 
has been shouting at me - “you have not 
mentioned so and so, what about...?” So, 
with sincere apologies to any of the fol¬ 
lowing, I’m now putting the record 
straight. 

Following the route along South Avenue 
I have already mentioned Mr and Mrs 
Toomer, their daughter Doris and a friend 
called Connie Beer, a good friend of my 
mum who later married Tom Fowler, of 
rat-catching fame and a real Lyme charac¬ 
ter, later moving to King’s Way with chil¬ 
dren Evelyn and John. 

Further along, of course, was Mr and 
Mrs Homyer and daughter Ernestine 
(thank you Diana) who later married Sid 
Collier from Corpration Terrace. 

“Where’s that?” I hear you say. It’s now 
called Lym Close, but don’t ask me why. 

Also on South Avenue was Mr and Mrs 
Rice and daughter Dora who used to de¬ 
liver the early morning milk in the Mead 
until she married local electrician Ernie 
Wiscombe, who went on to become the 
town’s bandmaster. 

Incidentally, this reminds me of Les 
Feltham, who farmed at the top of Bumpy 
Field, who used to daily deliver the milk 
in large churns suspended from his shoul¬ 
ders by a halter or yoke - fresh from the 
cow every day and ladled into our milk 
jugs by hand. 

Another local character comes to mind - 
“Lavender” Larcombe, who lived in 
Church Street but every night he would 
wheel his barrow out to Les Feltham’s 
farm, spending several hours there, be¬ 
fore returning to Church Street with an 
empty barrow. 

Another family who lived in the upper 
half of North Avenue was Mr and Mrs Bill 
Rugg with daughter Mary who married 
the other Uplyme brother and postman 
Keith Austin, who sadly recently died. I 
think Mary’s sister, Diana, went to live in 
America. 

Well, my trip around “The Mead” has ended 
and, although I have tried really hard not to for¬ 
get anybody, I probably have, to which I apolo¬ 
gise to any surviving family. However, my 
memories wouldn’t be complete unless I recall 
our playing and recreational areas because, al¬ 
though the Mead was a safe area for kids, it did¬ 
n’t offer us much space to let off steam. 

There was one incident that was recreational 
for us that took place in the Mead, however, 
and that was the summer holiday of 1947 when 
Dinky toys were vogue and all of us kids during 
that holiday removed all of the grass/turf from 
the top triangle of Manor Avenue/North Av¬ 
enue junction so that we could build roads for 
the Dinky cars. No-one complained, although if 
Mr Stainer, the local policeman, had found out 
we probably would have spent the rest of the 
summer in the one and only cell located at the 
police station on Hill Road. I believe our fathers 
replaced the turf at the end of the summer, al¬ 
though where they got it from, heaven knows! 

I have already mentioned Middle Mill and 
Bumpy Field, whose owner, farmer Les 
Feltham, had no qualms with the kids using it 
for football or, when it snowed, sledging, and of 
course at the bottom there was the river which 
we were always playing in or falling in from the 
Old Mill right down to Horn Bridge. 

Incidentally, on the river was also Mr Froom’s 
farm which, right after the war, was used as 
premises to house a small contingent of Ger¬ 
man war prisoners, the same band who helped 
build Anning Road in 1946/47. They were a 
friendly bunch but we viewed them with cau¬ 
tion, although we always accepted their gifts 
such as puppets and farm animals carved from 
wood. I will always remember their coats and 
trousers having a large bright yellow diamond 
stitched to them. 

Going up Colway Lane, there was Sandy 
Road, now Talbot Road, but then it was only 
paved and populated with posh homes up to the 
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first corner and thereafter, it was all fields 
which led to Double Hedge and then Bracken 
Field. Was there anywhere better for catching 
tadpoles, newts and frogs in the pond, finding 
numerous birds nests, slow worms and 
adders? 

Every autumn the farmer would burn all of 
the dead heathers and bracken which meant 
the whole field being alight and all wildlife 
would flee and we would stand in the adjacent 
fields and watch rabbits, hares, foxes, badgers, 
all running for their life. 

Next to Bracken Field was Sledge wood, full 
of all kinds of trees, but our favourite was the 
hazel because the early growth allowed us to 
make our bows and arrows and in the autumn 
we would pick the nuts. Also, in the autumn 
we used to go to farmer Hallett’s field and pick 
our conkers off the ground, no tree climbing 
allowed, in readiness for the forthcoming 
conker matches coupled with playing marbles 
on the way home from school. 

During the school holidays the beach was al¬ 
ways favourite and, here, a strange phenome¬ 
non, because the majority of us Colway kids 
would always use Back Beach in preference to 
the front or Cobb beaches. 

Of course, Back Beach always had shrimps, 
winkles, crabs and limpets which, despite the 
area much later being decreed a health and 
safety hazard, we kids and our parents ate 
everything we found and caught on that beach 
during those austere times - despite the sewer 
outfall pipe emptying into the sea a little fur¬ 
ther out in the bay! It always being explained 
that salt water kills any germs, and to my 
knowledge no-one ever suffered any health set¬ 
back by consuming produce from Back Beach. 

Another remarkable fact was, as small as 
Lyme Regis was, adult residents lived in close 
circles and very rarely strayed out of, or con¬ 
gregated, with folks outside of their location 
and, of course, their children did likewise, 
forming gangs. Mill Green Gang - Frank 
“Funk Dryer” Sansom, “Nat” Perry, Phillip 
and Desmond Perryman, Roy “Sunner” Hitch¬ 
cock, his dad “The Bird” (because he always 
had a blackbird on his shoulder), Brian 
“Boney” Holmes and, finally, the landlady of 
the Dolphin Inn, “Auntie Burridge” and her 
son Ted. The Church Street Gang - “Muff’ Pot¬ 
ter, David “Chickles” Cozens, Frank “Flint” 
Stone, Sid “Snap the Chain” Toms, Johnny 
Harrod; local pub the London Inn. The Cobb 
Gang - Ted Hallett, Cecil Wiscome and sons 
Fred and Billy “Wick”, Vic Homyer, Robin 
Hallet, the Chown family evacuees who lived 
in the chalets, Jack Evans and family; local 
pub Cobb Arms. 

Well, there it is, life in the fast lane during 
the Second World War years and immediately 
thereafter memories which, as the years go by, 
become more and more clouded. 

However, there can be no denying my gener¬ 
ation had it awfully hard to start with but 
nothing can compare to our ensuing childhood 
and teenage years, instilling into our adult 
life, simple appreciation of the materials we 
were to acquire, comradeship, sense of 
achievement, thought for others, but the most 
important of all - RESPECT.

CLUBS NEWS 

Lyme Regis Art Society 

EXPERIMENT is the important thing! This could have 
been the title for last Tuesday's meeting of Lyme Regis 
Art Society, when Penny Wilton demonstrated a myr¬ 
iad ways of adding texture to members'artwork. 

A large group, including several new members, 
watched Penny create a seascape on mountboard, 
simply by dragging across unmixed colours with the 
edge of a palette knife, using the thickness of the 
acrylic paint to create texture. 

She then introduced more experimental sub¬ 
stances, including sand, grit, lichen, seaweed, corn¬ 
flakes, leaves, seeds, bulgar wheat and even resin 
pellets, which melt and spread when heated to give 
a watery effect. Eggshells, stripped of their mem¬ 
brane, washed, dried and pressed into this glue, crack 
to produce wonderful rock effects whilst tile adhesive 
can be pushed and swirled into interesting shapes. 

Members were warned against priming with house¬ 
hold paint that may contain oily substances and also 
to take care when storing work with edible textures, 
as mice have little respect for art! 

Penny always puts masking tape around the edge 
of her board to leave space for a mount before stick¬ 
ing on materials with a good-quality PVA glue, not the 
washable children's variety, and covering them with 
layers of paint. 

With watercolours, cling film or bubblewrap pressed 
against wet paint and pulled away when dry, creates 
magical underwater illusions, whilst sea salt sprinkled 
onto wet paint makes big patterns with table salt cre¬ 
ating smaller ones if left until the paint is dry. 

Penny adds, or paints through, nets of fabric and 
metal, and any interesting scraps of material or wool 
that she finds and, while not usually varnishing fin¬ 



ished pictures, has used boat resin to protect big 
pieces and to add a shine. 

After tea, Penny showed members how to use a sec¬ 
tion of an old painting to create a design for an ab¬ 
stract work, how to add paint by "scrumbling" - 
stippling and twisting with a large brush in a circular 
motion - and how to mix and balance colours. 

Members found the talk particularly interesting, as 
Penny gave them lots of tips about the best materials 
to use, the manufacturers she preferred and the"dos 
and don'ts". 

Meetings take place in The Woodmeads Halls every 
first and third Tuesday of the month, together with 
monthly workshops. The next meeting will be on No¬ 
vember 5th when Stephen Foster demonstrates land 
and seascapes in acrylic and oil using a palette knife.

Dark chocolate & 
Cranberry roulade 



Ingredients 


For the sponge 

. 1.1 tbsp plain flour, for dusting 
. 50g self-raising flour 
. l tsp baking powder 
. 25g good-quality cocoa powder 
. 50g ground almonds 
. 5 large eggs 

. loog caster sugar, plus extra for turning the cake out 
For the filling 
. 2x 250g tubs mascarpone 
. grated zest l orange 
• 300g jar good-quality cranberry sauce 
For the frosting 
. 200g good-quality dark chocolate, 
broken into pieces 
. I75g unsalted butter, softened 
. 50g icing sugar, sifted 


Method 

1. Heat oven to i 9 oC/fan lyoC/gas 5 . Butter a large (approx 
30 cm x 40 cm) Swiss roll tin and line the base and sides with 
baking parchment. Lightly butter the parchment, dust with 
the plain flour and tip out any excess. 

2. Sift the self-raising flour, baking powder and cocoa into a 
bowl and mix in the ground almonds. Put the eggs and 
caster sugar in a large mixing bowl and beat, using an 
electric hand-whisk or tabletop mixer, for 5-10 mins until 
pale, thick and trebled in volume. The mixture should leave 
a trail when the beaters are lifted out. 

3. Fold the dry ingredients into the egg mixture using a large 
metal spoon. Pour into the prepared tin, then tip the tin 
from side to side until it is covered in an even layer of 
batter and the corners are filled. Bake on the middle shelf 
of the oven for 12-15 mins or until firm to the touch. Mean 
while, lay a sheet of baking parchment on the work surface 
and sprinkle with caster sugar. 

4. Allow the sponge to cool for 1 min before turning out onto 
the sugared paper. Peel away the backing paper and, with 
the short side facing you, roll the sponge away from you so 
that the sugary parchment is rolled inside the roulade. This 
will help you to fill and roll it later. Set aside until 
completely cold. 

5. To make the filling, beat the mascarpone with the orange 
zest. Unroll the sponge, discard the inside paper and evenly 
spread the mascarpone over, leaving a finger-width border 
around the edges. Cover with the cranberry sauce. Using 
the outside baking paper to help, roll the sponge away from 
you as tightly as possible. Transfer to a serving platter, cover 
loosely and chill while you prepare the frosting. 

6 . For the frosting, melt the chocolate in a heatproof bowl over 
a pan of just-simmering water, or microwave on High for 2 
mins, stirring halfway through. Set aside for about 10 mins 
until cooled, but still soft. 

Meanwhile, beat the butter and icing sugar together until pale 
and smooth. Pour in the chocolate and stir thoroughly to com¬ 
bine. Set aside for 20 mins to firm up slightly before using a 
palette knife to cover the roulade in frosting. Mark with a fork 
to create a log effect. To decorate, arrange the cranberries and 
bay leaves along the length of the log. Dust with a little icing 
sugar just before serving. Cut into slices, removing cranberries 
and bay leaves to serve. The roulade can be made up to a day 
ahead. Take it out of the fridge at least 30 mins before you 
want to serve it, to allow the filling and icing to soften.

Mince Pies 

This crumbly, fruity mince pie recipe is a 
Christmas classic. Serve warm with lashings of 
brandy butter. 


* 

Ingredients 

• 350g/i2oz high quality mincemeat, preferably 
homemade 

. 200g/7oz plain flour, sifted 
. 40g/iV20z golden caster sugar 

• 75 g/ 2 3 / 40 z ground almonds 

. I25g/4V20Z unsalted butter, diced 
. l large free-range egg, beaten 
. milk, to glaze 

Preparation method 

1. Lightly butter a 12-hole pie or patty tin. Tip the 
mincemeat into a bowl and stir so that the liquid 
is evenly distributed. 

2. Place the flour, sugar, almonds and butter in a 
food processor and process briefly until 
resembling breadcrumbs, then slowly add the egg 
through the feeder tube. (Or rub the butter into 
the dry ingredients by hand and stir in the egg.) 

3. Bring the mixture together with your hands, wrap 
in clingfilm and chill for an hour or so. Thinly roll 
out the pastry on a floured surface. Cut out 12 
circles with a fluted pastry cutter, large enough to 
fill the base of the prepared tin. Press gently into 
each hole, then fill with the mincemeat. 

4. Cut out another 12 slightly smaller discs and use 
to cover the mincemeat. Press the edges together 
to seal. Make a small slit in the top of each, then 
brush lightly with milk. Chill for about 30 
minutes. Meanwhile, preheat the oven to 
200C/400F/Gas 6. 

5. Bake the pies for 20 minutes until golden brown. 
Remove to a wire rack and serve warm.

Salt & pepper turkey 



Ingredients 


Wheatfields t 
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. 4V2 -5.6kg/io-i2lb turkey, thawed if frozen, 
giblets removed 
. 1 tbsp black peppercorns 
. 1 tbsp Maldon sea salt 
. 1 lemon 

. A few bay leaves, plus extra sprigs to garnish 
. stuffing of your choice 
. 50g butter, melted 
. 10-12 rashers streaky bacon 

For the gravy 

. 2 tbsp plain flour 
. 600ml turkeys or chicken stock 
. I50ml/V4 pint port 
. 4 tbsp lingonberries preserve or 
cranberry sauce 
. 2 tsp wholegrain mustard 


Preparation method 

1. Preheat the oven to i 9 oC/gas 5 / fan i 7 oC.Wash the turkey 
inside and out and dry well with kitchen paper. Season 
inside the bird with salt and pepper. 

2 . Coarsely crush the peppercorns with a pestle and mortar 
and add the sea salt. Finely grate the lemon rind on top and 
mix together. Quarter the lemon and put inside the body 
cavity along with a few bay leaves. 

3. If you are stuffing the turkey, stuff the neck end only, 
pushing it towards the breast. Don’t overfill, as the stuffing 
will expand on cooking. Any leftover stuffing can be shaped 
into walnut-sized balls and cooked around the turkey for 
the last half-hour. Secure the neck end flap with a small 
metal or wooden skewer. 

4. Tie the turkey legs together with kitchen string to give it a 
good shape. Weigh the turkey and calculate the cooking time 
at 18 minutes per 450 g/ilb. 

5. Set the turkey in a large roasting tin. Brush liberally all over 
with melted butter. Sprinkle the salt and pepper mix evenly 
over the breast and legs. 

6 . Cover the turkey loosely with a large square of foil and roast 
for the calculated cooking time, basting with the pan juices 
every hour. Half an hour before the end of the cooking time, 
remove the foil and string.Re-tie the legs with a rasher of 
bacon and arrange the rest in a lattice over the breast. Place 
any stuffing balls around the turkey. Spoon or siphon off 6 
tbsp of pan juices into a saucepan for the gravy, then return 
the turkey to the oven. 

7 . At the end of the cooking time, transfer the turkey to a 
serving platter. Cover tightly with foil and leave to rest for 
15-45 minutes. 

Meanwhile, make the gravy. Heat the 6 tbsp of pan juices in 
the saucepan. Whisk in the flour and cook for 3 minutes until 
golden. Gradually whisk in the turkey or chicken stock and 
port, cooking until the gravy is no longer lumpy. Stir in the lin- 
gonberry preserve (or cranberry sauce) and mustard and sim¬ 
mer for 5 minutes. Then taste the gravy and season if 
necessary. Skim off the fat from the juices in the roasting tin, 
then add about i 50 ml /]/4 pint of the pan juices to the gravy. 
Heat through then transfer to a warmed gravy boat.

Preparation method 

1. Put the butter, sugar, flour and almonds into a food 
processor and whizz until the mixture just comes 
together and forms a ball. If making by hand, first 
beat together the butter and sugar, then add the flour 
and ground almonds. Wrap in cling film and leave in 
the fridge for at least 1 hr. 

2. Remove the dough from the fridge and knead until 
it is soft enough to shape and roll. Divide into two 
even-size balls. Sprinkle a little plain flour over your 
work surface and roll out one ball of pastry. I find it 
best to start the rolling myself so that it’s even, then 
let the kids finish it off. The dough should be 
approximately 5mm thick. 

3. Using a star cutter (about 6cm wide) dipped in a 
little flour to stop it from sticking, cut out as many 
star shapes as you can. Then lightly knead the dough 
trimmings together and roll out again. Keep going 
until you have about 24 stars. 

4. Carefully place the stars on a baking sheet, making 
sure you keep them slightly apart. Roll out the second 
ball of dough the same way. Cut out the same-size 
stars and place them on a baking sheet. Now cut out 
a small circle in the centre of each biscuit using a 
small cookie cutter or the end of a large piping 
nozzle. 

5. Heat oven to iqoC/fan i20C/gas 1 and cook the 
biscuits for 20-30 mins until just golden. 

6. Remove from the oven and place on a cooling rack 
to cool completely. Place a blob of jam onto the centre 
of the biscuits without the cut-out circle. Be generous 
- you want the jam to show at the edges as well as the 
centre. Place the top halves of the biscuits on and 
push down gently. These will keep in an airtight 
container for up to 3 days.

What 
will people pay for an air guitar on 
eBay? Can I have a glass of milk? 

These are some of the urgent 
questions answered by Daniel as 
he sets out to explore the idea of 
'value'. Using a mix of stand-up 
and storytelling he invites the au¬ 
dience to speculate on the worth 
of everything from a glass of milk 
to an air guitar for sale on eBay. 
He questions why we have to cal¬ 
culate the value of everything in 
monetary terms and gently intro¬ 
duces the idea of an alternative 
system. 

In the first half of the show 
Daniel looks at the cost of various 
human body parts and goes on to 
consider the worth of the arts and 


our shared values as a society. He 
tells how he posted imaginary 
items for sale on eBay, to see what 
they were worth. 

In the second half, Daniel tells of 
homecoming, community and 
failed attempts to give things 
away for free. He talks about how 
he tried to give £20 away and at 
the end of the show, he gives an 
audience member £20 in an en¬ 
velope, with a challenge to give it 
to the 'most generous looking au¬ 
dience member' who should use 
it to give a gift to someone they 
don't know. 

Comic, provocative, and possi¬ 
bly a tiny bit sad, this show is a 
must for anyone who has ever 
wondered about the difference 
between the price of an object 
and its value. Plus every audience 
member gets a free glass of milk! 

The show has already been per¬ 
formed to critical acclaim at the 
Edinburgh Fringe festival, earning 
four-star reviews from The Times 
and the Financial Times.

SEVEN out often motorists in the UK are against 
the clocks going back this week, according to a 
new survey. 

And 60% of drivers thought there would be 
fewer deaths on British roads if the system were 
abolished. 

A poll by car accident camera company Smart 
Witness showed that 70.8% of people would 
vote to abolish the practice of British Standard 
Time BST if there was a referendum tomorrow. 

British Standard Time, also referred to a British 
SummerTime puts the clocks forward of Green¬ 
wich Mean Time (GMT) by an hour on the last 
Sunday of March, and then puts them back 
again on the last Sunday of October. 

One of the main reasons for opposition to the 
clocks going back an hour next Sunday 27th Oc¬ 
tober was the increased number of deaths on 
the roads involving school-children because of 
darker afternoons. 

Nearly two-thirds of drivers (60%) said the rea¬ 
son they wanted to stop the clocks going back 
was that road accident mortality rates rise sig¬ 
nificantly in the winter months after the clocks 
are put back. 

Smart Witness managing director Simon 
Marsh said: "The findings from the survey were 
very clear: the vast majority of people in England 
do not want the clocks to go back in October 
and think the road safety is one of the main rea¬ 
sons why the law needs to change. 

"Our company provides video accident cam¬ 
eras to private motorists, taxi firms, and haulage 
companies across the UK and every year we see 
a steep increase in the number of accidents after 
the clocks go back due to reduced visibility at af¬ 
ternoon rush-hour. Many of the insurers that we 
work with would welcome a change in the law 
because it would make a big reduction to the 
number of serious accidents on British roads." 

Road accident figures from 2011 show that 
pedestrian deaths rise sharply from 25 in Sep¬ 
tember to 34 in October, 48 in November and up 
to 65 in December, according to the Royal Soci¬ 
ety of Prevention of Accidents (RoSPA). 


Also in 2009 the Department of Transport 
published a paper that confirmed that moving 
to lighter evenings would prevent about 80 
deaths on the road a year, and would be cheap 
to implement. 

Marsh added:"The reasoning is simple: darker 
afternoons cause more accidents than darker 
mornings. Motorists are more likely to be tired 
after a day's work and concentration levels are 
lower, also children tend to go straight to school 
in the mornings but spend longer travelling 
home in the afternoon, increasing their expo¬ 
sure to road dangers. There are also more shop¬ 
ping, social and leisure trips after work, so this is 
the time where it makes more sense for it to be 
lighter." 

In the Smart Witness survey entitled "Do You 
Want The Clock To Go Back?" motorists were 
asked whether they liked and disliked the clocks 
going back and 73.4% said they disliked it. The 
largest group of respondents, 46.4% said they 
didn't like the fact it was dark when they trav¬ 
elled home from work. Another 12% said they 
disliked the fact it was more dangerous for 
women to commute home from work in the 
dark, and another 14.8% said they were con¬ 
cerned for the safety of school children. Only 
26.5% came up with reasons that they liked the 
clocks going back - most of that group (20.3%) 
said they preferred having lighter mornings. 

The majority (67.2%) also thought it would 
make things easier for Britain to trade with Eu¬ 
rope if we were running on closer time to Central 
European Time. 

RoSPA have suggested replacing British Stan¬ 
dard Time with a new system called Single Dou¬ 
ble British Summertime which is GMT + 2 hours 
in summer (March to October) and GMT + 1 
hours from October to March. 

For the first year of operation changing over 
from BST, the clocks wouldn't go back at all in 
October, but the clocks would be put forward 
again in March, making the time GMT + 2 hours, 
the clocks would be put back the October after 
that to bring the time back to GMT + 1 hour. 


UK new generation Audi A8 models 
ready for a grand entrance 


CONFIRMATION of UK pricing this week has 
paved the way for even more elegant, more tech¬ 
nologically sophisticated and more fuel efficient 
new generation Audi A8 models to plot a course 
for the UK. Available to order now starting at 
£58,800, and due to arrive here in January, the 
latest Audi luxury flagship range combines revi¬ 
sions to its weight-optimised, predominantly 
aluminium Audi Space Frame (ASF) body with a 
raft of technological advances including new 
MatrixBeam LED headlights and an upgraded 
line-up of EU6-compliant engines. 

Subtle resculpting of the bonnet, the single 
frame grille, the bumper and the lower edge of 
the headlight units has sharpened the frontal 
view of the new generation A8. At the rear, the 
design of the LED tail lamps has been revised 
and the bumper in all models bar the S8 now in¬ 
corporates two rhomboid tail pipes. New chrome 
elements, new high gloss black window sur¬ 
rounds and five new colours also mark out the 
updated car. 

The visual appeal, visibility and active safety of 
the new generation A8 can also now be en¬ 
hanced by new headlights employing Ma¬ 
trixBeam Light Emitting Diode (LED) technology 
which sets new benchmarks. 

The high-beam function in these unique head¬ 
lights uses 25 individual LEDs per unit that can 
be switched on and off or dimmed individually 
depending on the situation. This enables the 
headlight system to react extremely precisely to 
other vehicles while always brightly illuminating 
the road. When the on-board camera detects 
other vehicles ahead, the Audi MatrixBeam LED 
headlights mask the relevant sections of the 
high-beam bydimming or shutting off individual 
diodes. Very bright illumination is preserved in 
the remaining zones. 

The lighting system in the A8 uses predictive 


route data from the navigation system with MMI 
Touch to adjust the distribution of light in re¬ 
sponse to the current driving situation, and can 
recognise and act on route data, such as corners 
and road classifications. 

New dynamic indicators boost safety 

Additional features of the new headlights are 
the intelligent cornering lights, new-look day¬ 
time running lights and dynamic indicator lights, 
the latter comprising blocks of LEDs arranged in 
a strip which are sequentially illuminated at 20 
millisecond intervals, from the inside outwards, 
in the desired turning direction. This 'sweeping 
function' makes it even clearer to surrounding 
road users that the A8 is about to turn. 

The even sleeker new standard and long 
wheelbase bodies house a choice of seven petrol 
and TDI engines linked to an eight-speed tip- 
tronic transmission, all of which now comply 


with forthcoming EU6 emissions regulations, 
and the majority of which have been revised to 
improve performance and efficiency. The super¬ 
charged 3.0TFSI petrol engine is boosted from 
290PS to 31 OPS, the V8 twin-turbo 4.0 TFSI 
moves from 420PS to 435PS and now incorpo¬ 
rates fuel-sparing Cylinder on Demand technol¬ 
ogy, the highly efficient 3.0 TDI increases from 
250PS to 258PS and the 4.2 TDI gains 35PS, tak¬ 
ing it to 385PS.

Thanks to significant modifications to compo¬
